‘That the hordes of Chinese that 
are coming in upon car shores. to eat out our 
substance are destroying our country. impov

In the 1 of our great leader, we re- 
gard the immigration of Asiatics to the 
United ptates as little less than a servile 
vasion. Should the Commissioners now in
